“Anti-Litter” Ordinance 


To Protect Home Owners 





Determined to end the alleged nui- 
sance caused by the promiscuous dis. 
tribution of all types of advertising 
matter, the city council of El Cerrito 
moved last Tuesday night to protect 
the home owners and merchants of 
that city. 

Adopted was a rigid “anti-litter” or 
dinance which absolutely prohibits the 


distribution in any manner except by 
mail of advertising handbills circulars, 
dodgers, samples, etc. The measure, 
patterned after Richmond's, was pass- 
ed by a 3-2 vote. Favoring it were 
Councilmen Louis Navellier, Hans Nis- 
sen and Ralph Beck. Its adoption was 
opposed by Mayor W. F. Huber and 
Councilman Peter Larson. 


Crowded council ‘chambers saw repre- 
sentatives of circular and distributing 
firms vainly trying to halt passage of 
the protective legislation, 

The Oakland Shopping News through 
Merle Cooley maintained that more 
than 600 El Cerrito residents desired 
that the advertising sheet be continued. 
Asked to present an actual signed re- 
quest, Cooley caused no little amuse- 
ment when he offered a card signed by 
a resident of Richmond. 


“NAME” DISCOVERED 

Printed cards were passed out by 
the firm’s carrier boys for E] Cerritans 
to sign, he related. At the close of the 
meeting more humor was injected as a 
card bearing the name of Councilman 
Nissen, one of the law’s proponents, 
was discovered in the lot. As was 
readily found, the signature was not 
that of the councilman but obviously 
that of the youth who had passed 
it out. \ 

Further opposition was expressed by 
Theodore Kaphan of the Broadside 
Service, distributing agency. It was he 
who, fighting the Richmond ordinance, 
circulated a petition asking for a special 
election recently. Voters there show- 
ed definitely that they desired to con- 
tinue the law, the number opposing it 
being less, actually than the number of 





petitioners. 
Albany’s neighboring city passed its 
“anti-litter’ law at the request ot 


merchants who finally came to the con- 
clusion that it would be better to cur~ 
tail their own circulars, etc., and gain 
protection from ruinous outside com: 
petition. Residents, tired of seeing then 


porches and yards littered, also sought 
relief, 

“Whar are you trying to do, put up 
a fence around this ‘hamburger stand’ ?” 
queried Councilman Larson before the 
council moved to adopt the measure. 
LAW HAS “TEETH” 

Unlike the ordinance that Albany re- 
cently passed, El Cerrito’s law has 
“teeth” to provide a measure of pro- 
tection for householders who have grown 
tired of the asserted nuisance. 

A suggestion by Cooley that those 
who didn’t want the circulars and 
dodgers should be obliged to put up 
signs to the effect, was emphatically 
discarded by the council. Replied 
Councilman Beck, in part: “El Cerrito 
is essentially a residential city—should a 
property owner have to put up a sign 
to keep people from littering his home 
or yard? If this list of yours be gen- 
uine apparently there are quite a few 
people out here that want your Shop- 
ping News. As you seem quite anxious 
to see that these persons are served, 
I think you two ought to get together 
some way. I suggest the mails!” 
Cooley had no reply. 

Protection is afforded E] Cerrito mer. 
chants and residents by the following 
ordinance, secured from City Clerk 
Jack Stoddard: It reads: 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to distribute 
or throw upon any private yard, lawn 
or driveway, or upon any sidewalk, or 
upon any porch or steps of any resi- 
dence, or upon or in any auto, or upon 
any vacant property, in the City of El 
Cerrito, any advertising sample,’ hand- 
bill, dodger, circular, booklet, or other 
notice of commercial or political or re- 
ligious advertising, provided that noth- 
ing herein contained shall prohibit the 
distribution and delivery of any news- 
paper whch is capable of being entered 
as second class matter under the pro-
